Present Tw o Reasons 
The sjieakers for birth control pre­

Stealing autom obiles 
has becom e a very popular form 
of thievery. 
The thieves are becom ing very expert at the game. 
In Los A ngeles 
county the stolen m achines aggregate $150,000 to $200,000 in value in a 
year. 
All over the country an Increase in this form of crim e Is reported. 
The motor stealer is the modern successor of the horse thief, who 
in prim itive days was considered the low est kind of a crook, and was 
promptly suspended from the nearest tree. 
Many crooked autom obile dealers will need as careful supervision 
as Is given pawnbrokers. 
It Is claim ed the thieve* are able to obliterate 
all distinguishing marks. 
Yet It would seem as if each m achine could be 
given som e identifying mark that could not be destroyed. 
The great difficulty of tetectin g this form of crim e is that the m achines 
can be taken to distant states, where they are sold to dealers without 
difficulty. 
If a stranger com es into a garage in som e large city and offers, 
a car at what is clearly a low price, the dealer is not disposed to question 
too closely. 
He can see that he is getting a bargain, so it is for his in­ 
terest to buy. 
It may not be necessary to m ake owners prove their own­ 
ership before a sale can be legal. 
People w ill leave a m achine on a crowded street for hours unpro­ 
tected by any form of locking. 
Any person fam iliar with m otor opera­ 
tion could steal it with hut slight risk. 
But people hate to lose an extra 
minute to secure their m achines, or are absorbed and absent minded. 
The police and detectives would feel m ore enthusiasm about the pur­ 
suit of these thieves if ow ners ol cars would co-operate by taking greater 
precautions.
